ftood, and well guarded , at leaft, fome other Na- 
tions who wifh to fee us low, are at prefent of that 
Opinion----- Many confiderable Advantages were 
gain’d for our Trade, and we feem’d plac’d in a 
Way to be able foon to work ourfelves out of the 
incumbrances the War bad brought upon us. 

Yet notwithftanding the Voice of the People ap- 
proved this Peace, the Faéion murmured apaintt it, 
crying out, we had deferted and betray’d our Allies. 
An idle Accufation, and altogether groundlefs. 

It muft be known, that al] Confederacies and Al- 
Tiances whatfoever are inthe Nature of Contrasts, 
in which each Party is bound to perform fuch and 
fuch Covenants for the common Advantage; on 
Failure of which, the reft are releafed from their 
Part of the Obligation with refpe& to him. Now 
it is plain the Allies had no Regard to their Part of 
this Agreement; yea, fo far were they from per- 
forming their Contraét, that they left the Burden 
of the‘War upon England, by which her People fu- 
ftained a vifible‘and manifeft Expence, above what 
was their Share. 

As this was the trae State of the Cafe, England’ 
might have been juftified had fhe made a feparate 
Peace; unlefs the Allies had firft made her Reftitu- 
tion and Amends for all ‘the Damages ‘fhe had fu- 
ftained thro’ their Failare. But tho’ no fuch Thing 
was offered, yei fhe procceded with. greater Cis>
